At the annual moetino; of tho National 
l uion LeagHo, held in Washington a few 
days since, a resolution was passed and a 
committee appointed to wait on the Presi- 
dent to respectfully protest to him against 
thfl retention of so many disloyal persons 
in the Government civil service. This com- 
mittee represented to the President that 
the \ari<>us DepHtaMOteat Washington are 
full of them, often to the detriment of the 
service, for they hesitate not by their con- 

I versation and otherwise to bring into con- 
tempt the measures adopted by the Admin- 

I istration to maintain the integrity of the 
nation and to suppress the rebellion. In like 

] manner they abound in the custom-houses 
and navy-yards of the principal cities of 
the East. The committee insist that none 
but true and loyal men should occupy these 
subordinate, though important, positions in 
this crisis of the oouutry. The interview 
between the President and the committee 

1 was conducted in the most kind and ami- 
aaMa manner. The President acknowl- 
'lu -1 the plea to be just and proper, and 
claimed thtit he had turned out a great 
many sueh, :uid that when they were 1 re- 
tained it was almost invariably at the in- 
stance and request of prominent members 
of the Union party. The committee com- 
plained not of the past appointments, but 
hoped that in the future the practice might 
lie avoided. To use the President's own 
quotation, "a house divided against it- 
self cannot stand.'' Tho committee 
claimed that the shocking result of 
the election in New York was largely 
due to the retention of herds of copper- 
heads in the Government ollices there. The 
President said he would t ike the subject 
into careful consideration, and the inter- 
view ended.

The re-election of Mr. Fessondcn to the 
U. S. Senate by tho Legislature of Maine 
renders it certain that wc shall have a new 
Secretary of the Treasury in the course of a 
few weeks. The three persons most freely 
spoken of for the position are Mr. lioutwell, 
late Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
and now member of Congress from Massa- 
chusetts, Ex-Governor Morgan, of New 
York, and the Hon. Hugh McCulloch, ol 
Indiana, now Comptroller of the Treasury. 
A Washington letter-writer sjieaks of Mr. 
lioutwell as ti man of very fair talents, ac- 
tive mind, and sound health; but must not 
be set up as the peer of Chase iu intellectual 
resources, originality, or force of character. I 
Little is known of the financial abilities of 
Governor Morgan. He would most likely 
take a Wall street view of the Treasury af- 
fairs and adjust his course to please the 
ideas of the "bulls" and "bears" as far as 
might lie in his power. Mr. McCulloch is 
undoubtedly able, judicious, and discreet, 
as his career in Indiana fully proves. But 
whether he is of sullicient calibre to handle 
the Treasury Department is not known, not 
even to himself. But of the three name* 
mentioned he is probably sounder and safer 
than either of the others. His views are 
hroader, more national, and less influenced 
by sectional considerations. He would un- 
doubtedly favor the taxing out of existence 
all State banks and substituting one uni- 
form national banking system under Fed- 
eral control and regulation. 

But it is by no means certain that Mr. 
Lincoln will appoint either of these gentle- 
men. He has a way of keeping his own 
counsel in such matters, and, after taking I 
the advice of everybody, of making his ap- , 
pointments in conformity with his own j 
ideas of fituess and duty.

, of contracts. In its convenient arrange- 
ment aud fullness of statement, and in the 
j exhaustive survey which its notes give of 
; the several top.es of discussion, it has pre- 
sented claims to the approval of tho pro- 
| fession which have borne the test of a most 
j extensive and familiar use; and author 
and publishers have thus been compelled 
j to meet au urgent demand by the rapid 
j production of successive editions, with the 
j further illustrations and discussions which 
the extension of this branch of the law iu 
J an essentially 'ommercial age have re- 
quired. 

In this process of revision and enlarge- 
ment, the work his finally grown from two 
volumes to three. In his prelaco to the 
fourth edition tho author offered it to the 
public as substantially a new work. In the 
present edition, however, besides again re- 
vising the entire v ork, ho has added new 
chapters on shipping, on marine, lire aud 
life insurance, on liens and on the stamp 
acts, incorporating also new sections upon 
various topics, and enlarging othors, until 
the work at last covers tho entire field of 
contracts in common use, and tho appro- 
priate remedies. Tito extent of the research 
made for the development nnd illustratioi. 
of the subject, may be understood, fiom tho 
fact that the table of cases cited now fills 
one hundred aud fifty-five pages of two col- 
umns each. 

<>f the value and convenience of tho ad- 
ditions which have neen made to the work 
as above stated, it is hardly neeessary to 
say anything. The new chapters have com- 
pleted the treaties as a rompvctu.s of com- 
mercial law, and iu some respects, as iu the 
chapter on Stamps, give us the law up,... 
subjects the importance of which is of re- 
cent growth in this country. We appre- 
hend, however, that in this chapter more 
particularly the author has fallen into the 
error of many of the;English text-writers, 
of permitting his discussion to hinge too 
much upon special statutory provisions. 
His chapter on Stamps isswolind, it would 
seem, beyond its necessary length, by recit- 
ing rate* and penalties which in many 
OaWM have been changed even while his 
book was passiug through the press,— thus 
making it necessary for the reader to bear 
in mind that the author's citations are from 
the act of July, ISO::, which was amended 
by the act of June, lsi-,4, and may lie again 
amended in Lsti'i. Possibly a more cautious 
use of material which must be expected 
thus to change its form with some frequen- 
cy, might have enabled the author to re- 
tain the original paging of his work, to the 
great advantage of those in the profession 
and out of it, to whom the established 
merit aud authority of the book have made 
its us? a necessity.

has been in session for several days past. 
Its deliberations will be watched with great 
interest, not only by the people of that State 
but by the people of all the loyal States as 
well. The debates, as reported by the 
Nashville pap-rs, are of great interest, as 
showing the state of feeling of the members, 
who are fresh from the people. There 
seems to be but one feeling in regard to the 
"piestion of slavery, and that is that the in- 
stitution must be at once and forever pro- 
hibited. As the Convention embodies in 
iLself th* best talent of the State, this is all 
the more significant and important. The 
only question at issue, is as to the time and 
manner of forming the new Constitution. 
Majority and minority reports have been 
submitted and the discussion of those re- 
ports has called forth copious and ablo ad- 
dresses. 

The majority report favors amending the 
old constitution or framing a new one by 
the present Convention, and submitting it 
to the people for ratification or rejection at 
once, while the minority report proposes 
that delegates be nominated and elected by 
the people, who shall assemble at a subse- 
quent day to frame a constitution to be af- 
terwards submitted to the people for adop- j 
tion. We notice that some of the best men 
Of tho State favor immediate action, and I 
among them are Horace Maynard, Judge J 
Gantt and Governor Johnson. The latter j 
is not a member of the Convention, but by 
special invitation made a speech before it 
on Thursday, in which he urged in strong 
u rms immediate action. 

On the same day Horace Maynard also 
made one of his best efforts on the same 
side. He said the Convention of 177G had j 
exercised its powers and rendered itself im- | 
mortal by immediate action. Judge Gantt | 
also took strong ground in favor of acting 
at once. Everything must be finally sub- 
mitted, and it could as well be done now as 
hereafter. 

The opponents of immediate action, while 
l i i .f. sniug to be as strongly in favor of the 
prohibition of slavery as the others, argue 
that the members of the present Conven- 
tion were not appointed for the purpose of 
forming a new Constitution, but simply as 
an advisory body, and that for them to take 
immediate action would be nothiDg less

Death of l>r. John Totbl. 

Dr. John Todd, an old and esteemed citi- 
zen of Springfield, 111., died last Saturday. 
Dr. Todd was born in Fayette county, Ky.. 
on the lioth of April, 1797, and consequenti- 
al the time of his deatli^was in his seventy 
• ight year. After being graduated at Tran- 
sylvania University, and subsequently at 
the University of Pennsylvania, ho took 
part in the^war of lslL', acting as Surgeon 
(ieiieral of Kentucky troops, organized for 
the campaign on the Northwest frontier, 
under Gen. Harrison. He accompanied the 
column of General Winchester, and was at 
the battle and massacre or the River Rais- 
in, where he was taken. He was removed 
to tho "Pens of Maiden," and in the win- 
ter of 1813 was paroled, and returned to 
K< -mucky, where he resumed the practice 
of medicine until 1817, whes he emigrated to 
Kdwardsville, 111. From there ho subse- 
quently removed to springtield.

Education of Contrabands—Prospects of 
the enterprise—Emancipation Day- 
Its Celebration by the Colored People.

Your readers, with the question of Eman- 
cipation settling Itself whether they will or 
no, may have no interest in tho past, but I 
want to tell them, that the Colored Schools 
of Memphis are ft success. 

The system has been tried two months. 
The reports of the second month is before 
the public, the old State law , notwithstand- 
ing. Rev. L. H. Cobb, tho Superintend- 
ent, a born and bred Yankee, says 
twenty teachers in nine localities con- 
stitute the workiug force in the day schools 
in which there have been 800 pupils. Three 
teachers, two of them day school teachers, 
h*t three localities have done the work 
among 128 pupils in the evening schools, 
nniking in all 21 teachers and '.as pupils. 
< »f these, o7;i were new scholars, which ad- 
ded to the number last month (69) shows 
that 1002 pupils have been in the colon d 
schools, a part of the whole of the past two 
months. Add to these the scores at least 
who ar" learning at home, through those in 
school, and the work is cheeringly expan- 
sive. 

Tuition fees for the month, in no case 
higher than £1 2-"» per month, and from that 
down to 2"> cents, for day school; and $1 on 
fot nUtt school, have amounted to ^i'sj ;,o. 
This had been paid cheerfully, aud without 
constraint. 2X> have been admitted ./V<v, 
on account of present embarrassment or 
entire inability to pay. 

The schools of the month closed with a 
public visitation. Invitations to whii h 
brought in some 78 persons, about equally 
divided between whites and blacks. Both 
visitors and school seemed greatly to enjoy 
the novelty. 

This system is not only showing that the 
negro can learn, but that ho appreciates 
learning, and can pay for it.

The colored people celebrated Financipa- 
tion Day. Some six thousand formed in 
procession, made up of all handicrafts, the 
schools, ,tc, bearing banners inscribed 
with significant mottoes; one wagon bore a 
tree with a rope, marked " lelf. Davis' apple 
tree;"' one a bale of cotton, marked "De- 
throned;'' another a school in session; an- 
other a shoemaker at work on his bench; a 
barber's shop, Ac; a tailor's shop; hackmen 
with hacks, and draymen with drays. We 
were ■truck with the* inscription on a ban- 
ner, "Liberty two years old. Wearemarch- 
in<r on." 

Tney gathered in the Pleasure Cirden 
and were addressed by some of their own 
number and others. The marshals were 
colored, and all went <>lf orderly. A look 
at the spectators along tho line" of march 
would have convinced the most skeptical 
that they were learning a nn.st diliicuil 
lesson.

liy the arrival of the little Grey Eagle 
wo learn that Owensboro was reoccupied 
yesterday and tho guerrilla thieves driven 
out, after a brilliant little contest, involv- 
ing considerable loss to the rebels. 

A portion of Col. Penebaker's regiment 
of Kentucky troops came down on the Ut- 
ile Grey Eagle, and, being concealed iu the 
lioat, she was run in to the landing as if to 
lirave the presence of the rebels. 

She had scarcely touched the shore when 
a few guerrillas came aboard, with a mes- 
sage to Capt. Bunce to report to the head- 
quarters of Col. Grayson, commanding the 
rebels, while a number of the "gyrills" 
clustered on the landing. 

At a preconcerted signal the soldiers on 
board rushed forth, and commenced opera- 
tions, killing one or two rebels, wounding 
several, and capturing others. The Federal 
troops rushed into the town. When the Ea- 
gle left, men were searching the house for 
concealed rebels. 

Among the captured were two Captains 
and several men. Colonel Grayson, as soon 
as the firing commenced, took "to his horse, 
and stood not upon the order of his going, 
but "good'' at once. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the mur- 
derous scoundrels, Captains Davidson and 
Colter, were the Captains captured. Their 
crimes mark them for early victims, and if 
captured a short v/o nr arid a quick death 
should be their doom. 

The troops occupying Owensboro are \ et 
erans, and will not rest satisfied with the 
mere occupation of the town. Combina- 
tions are now being made, at which wo 
hinted several days ago, ana which will 
shortly be developed, that promise fair to 
bring the prowling rebel thieves to eariv 
and merited grief.— [Evansville Journal of 
the 12th.

The sad intelligence of the death of our 
minister, the Hon. Mr. Dayton, w ill doubt- 
less have been conveyed to you l>eforo the 
arrival of my letter. This sudden calam- 
ity is most deeply felt by all Americans, 
and so nobly, so justly, with such entire 
frankness, had Mr. Dayton conducted the 
delicate and d fiicult mission with which 
I*- was intrusted in this our hour of trial, 
that the most cordial sympathies of even his 
adversaries are extended to us. 

Mr. Dayton left his homo on the evening 
of the 1st December at about seven o'clock, 
and died at the Hotel du Louvre about two 
hours afterwards. The particulars of this 
• li-tressing event will be published all over 
our country. I will therefore net relate 
their mournful details. 

The funeral services have just been closed 
at the American chapel, and were very in- 
teresting. All the Americans in Paris were 
present, and I remarked several secession- 
ists who, at the same time that they 
are bitter toward the cause which Mr. Day- 
ton sustained so nobly, allowed no personal 
feeling to extend to him. 

The coffin was surmounted by no stately 
catafalque, but was placed in front of the 
pulpit, anil covered with the American Hag. 
Numbers of large wreaths of white natural 
llowers were placed upon it, and just before 
the service began, Mrs. Higelow and Miss 
Pendleton, youngest daughter of one of our 
most honored public men, N. C. Pendleton, 
of Ohio, brought in others, as a tribute of 
respect and affection. Among these last 
was a cross composed of flowers, which 
was supported at the head of the cofliu. 
Mr. Dayton, Jr., and his younger brother 
were present. By imperial order the usual 
military honors were paid — a company of 
soldiers being stationed liefore tho door and 
in the aisles of the church. Mis Majesty, 
the Emperor, sent to represent him the 
grand chamberlain of the imperial house- 
hold, the Duke ^le Cambaceres, and Prince 
Napoleon was represented by his aid-de- 
camp. General Franconniere. I am told 
that tho members of the diplomatic corps 
were all present or were represented by 
tin ir Secretaries of Legation. All these gen- 
llem, in wore eitizen's driiss. Mr. PennTng- 
ton, Secretary of Legation; Mr. Sauford, 
United States Minister at Brussels; Mr. 
Putnam, Consul at Havre; and our Con- 
sul, Mr. Bigelow, represented us nationally. 

The religious services were partieularFy 
impressive. The beautiful burial-service 
of the Kpiscopal Church was read by Dr. 
Suuderland, assisted by the Kev. Mr. "Sam- 
son, of the American Episcopal Church in 
Paris. The music was very fine, all the 
chants being jvell sung; and after the 
epistle, Mrs. Riggs sang "Best, spirit, rest. 
The service being concluded, the Rev. Dr. 
Sundqrland gave a very appropriate ser- 
mon, after which our consul, Mr. Bigelow, 
rose and spoke a fitting eulogy to the merits 
of a man so deeply regretted. M. Edward 
Laboulaye, whose personal friendship for 
Mr. Dayton is well known, was then called 
on by Mr. Higelow to speak a few words. 
M. Laboulaye responded immediately, and 
spoke most feelingly for a few minutes iu 
French. His best sentence whs, "Happy 
the man who, after a long public c irecr.

When I bade my beloved uieud auieu on the 
day before his sa ling, be wept freely as he 
talked Of the tn m enaOIW empesi that was 
lowering over the land of his birih. He 
went awav reluctantly, as if he bad a pte- 
monition that he was leaving for-ver. 

When 1 saw him again, it was in his Pa- 
risian home, at the cl .se of the disastrous 
Peninsular campaign. 

That was the darkest hour of this war. 
Mr. Daylon said t" me in August, 186^, "If 
President Lincoln does not proclaim eman- 
cipation within sixty da/8, the govern- 
ments of Franc - and Ureaa Britain will 
recognize the lahsJ Con iederacy, and give 
It their armed intervention." He was right. 
He saw lh;--t our aansa had but one limb 
left to stand upon, and that was the stout 
leg of liberty. Absolutism, aristocracy, 
commerce, fashion, were all against us. 
The liberal party alone stood by us, and 
they were ready to abandon us iu des-. t:i . 
Within sixty days rang out the tiutupet of 
Emancipation irom the White House at 
Washington, and at the sound ol" that rc-ur- 
rection-trump. buried Liberty ante*- front 
her tomb and came forth! That dark hour 
of disaster was the precursor of the dawn. 

To the depaited Davton belongs a liberal 
share of the nation's gratitude. LikeSum- 
ner at home, ho plied the Administration 
with incessant pleas in bi half of an Ldict 
of Freedom. He lived to rejoice in Us 
adoption, and its triumphant indorsement 
by the American people. The laat tidings 
that reached him before his death were the 
tidings of liberty's magnificent victory on 
the memorable eighth of November.— N.

of the State.

More About Peace. 

The New York Tribune, of Tuesday, has 
an article on the Blair mission, in which 
the veteran editor claims to speak, "by the 
card," in giving a semi-official character 
and some degree of importune to the mis- 
sion. The editor says he does not feel at 
liberty to tell all he has known for somo 
days respecting the matter, lie asserts that 
the failure of Mr. Blair's first essay to reach 
Richmond was not due to any restraints 
imposed at Washington or BmmMmI Q rant's 
headquarters, but to the absence of any 
response to a message and request sent to 
Richmond from the latter point. The an- 
swer, and desired permission to enter the 
rebel lines, reached him immediately after 
his return to Washington, upon which he 
started back again at once, aud is probably 
now in Richmond. Mr. Greeley intimates 
that he is sullicieutly assured of Mr. Blair's 
purposes to be justified in saying that he 
has not undertaken the errand for the sole 
object of reclaiming documents captured 
froai his residence last summer by the reb- 
els. But that his "visit has other and high- 
er ends." He reiterates the statement that 
he has no expectation of peace as an imme- 
diate result of this overture. He adds: 

What we hope from the efiort is a clearer 
mi derstanding.cspecially at the South, of the 
grounds ofdillerence between the contend- 
ing parties — the reasons which, on either 
hide, are hold to compel a continuance of the 
strife— the ends for which further bloodshed 
is deemed necessary. These conclusively 
ascertained and definitively set before the 
people, we look for developments through- 
out the South, and especially in North Car- 
olina, which will render a persistence in 
the reltellion unavailing if not impossible. 

Of course, we have no know. edge of 
what will lte proposed on one side or the 
other. The end! we contemplate (as we ob- 
served on a former occasion ) will be sub- 
served rather than defeated by the Confed- 
erate chiefs riding the high horse, and in- 
sisting on terms that arc utterly, glaringly, 
inadmissible. Hence, we shall be less an- 
noyed than many others, on learning that 
Mr. Blair's mission has wholly failed, and 
that he is returning defeated to Washing- 
ton. We have very little hope of hearing, 
for the present, anything else. 

We have not a shadow of belief that the 
authorities at Washington or "any other 
man" anticipates anything but a repulse of 
all overtures which do not include the con- 
cession of Confederate independence. If 
any one does, he is but i>oorly endowed 
with the faculty of "wise doubting.'' Fven 
if there were anywhere in the rebel domin- 
ions, as there doubtless are, persons and 
whole communities who are ready to sur- 
render the dream of independence, such 
persons are not to be found in pow er in the 
very citadel of the rebellion. 

The project of negotiations in some form 
has been the diversion and solace of a por- 
tion of the defeated Democracy since the 
election. The New York World has spread 
itself on the subject with much eloquence 
and industry. The old hope still lingers 
with these incurables that the precious and 
productive alliance of the Northern I»<- 
mocracy with the lords of the lash can be 
r. st ,red. The embers of this hope have 
recently been most diligently blown upon 
and something like a name— very sickly, 
very flickering— has been produced by it. 
But it would appear that these "mousing 
owls" hardly expected Mr. Lincoln or his 
advisers to act upon the hint, or upon any 
other hint in the direction of their counsels. 
They anticipated a good time, plenty 
of leisure, and an undisputed field 
in which to accumulate capital for future 
use. They exjtected to l»e able to show, in 
due time, that the present administration 
does \iot desire peace; that it is lighting in 
a wanton, malignant, selfish, and ambi- 
tious spirit. They see of course, as who 
d' t s not, that the South MMM yield at last. 
And they londle the conviction that when 
thai time approaches, the quiet demand 
will accompany submission, that slavery 
be restored to its old status. And then 
comes the day of jubilee for the pro-slavery 
Democracy. Hut overtures just at present 
mar this programme. For there is not a 
remote possibility of carrying now even the 
outer work*— the claim for indej>eddence. 

Accordingly we lind the class of journals 
representing the hopes alluded to, talking 
with some emphasis about the "delusive 
expectations of peace." 

We do not suppose Mr. Lincoln projected 
or even advised this mission of Blair and 
Singleton. And those members of the Ad- 
ministration party who did, must have 
done it as a means of silencing factious op- 
position to dominant and popular measures 
for prosecuting the war. 

We don't think the fsetionists "worth the 
candle" thus expended upon them. But 
we ara very willing to see the experiment 
tried by those w ho have the stomach for it. 

Is the Governor an l^maucipatlonlstt 

We observe that none of the journals 
which are unequivocal advocates of eman- 
cipation, are satisfied with Governor Bra in - 
lelte's dubious and halting manner of pre- 
senting the subject. They are not satisfied, 
and yet many of them endeavor to per- 
suade themselves and their readers that the 
Governor has taken an important strido 
forward in his message, and has actually 
advocated emancipation. The New York 
Tribune says: 

That the Louisville Journal is not alone 
in abandoning the sinking ship of slavery. 
ap|tears from the message of Gov. Brain- 
lette. The Governor denies that, in at- 
tempting to regulate the enlistment of 
slaves, his object was to save the institu- 
tion, and he recommends gradual emanci- 
pation and ultimate removal of the slaves. 
He still lags far behind the position taken 
with regard to the slavery question in the 
messages of the Governors <if Missouri, 
Maryland, and Delaware.- nevertheless, his 
words are significant, as the first official 
declaration of a Kentucky Governor in 
favor of emancipation. 

Now, the simple fact is, that Governor 
Bramlette does not advocate emancipation 
He recommends such a modification of 
State laws as shall permit owners to eman- 
cipate nominally, and still retain their 
slaves, coercing laljor from them as before, 
with the make-belieye that the slaves are 
receiving wages. The wages in the mean- 
time being withheld from them until they 
shall have amounted to enough to defray 
the expenses of removal to Africa. 

There is no obligation here to emancipate 
or expatriate; no element of justice or 
generosity to the negroes, whl -h have now 
become a necessity for securing his contin- 
uance as a productive laborer in the State; 
no manly and statesmanlike expression of 
a wish to adjust the institutions of Ken- 
tucky to the spirit of the times and the 
needs of a struggling nation. 

The stress of popular feeliug in favor o f 
emancipation, growing daily stronger in 
the State, forced out some concessions from 
our Governor. But instead of seizing the 
occasion which will ueVer recur, to make 
himself illustrious by takingthe champion- 
ship and leadership of this risiug sentiment, 
he skulks behind this miserable, shirtless 
transparent subterfuge, to wait for future 
chances. The plain and obvious meaning 
ol the maueuver is that Gov. Bramlette in 
common with the "effete and burdensome" 
leaders of the late Democracy cher- 
ishes the dear secret hope thai the (south 



will yet surrender before Shivery is 
wholly done for, and make it a final 
condition of return that the insi itution shall 
be restored to all its original powers ami 
privileges. 

Nothing else can explain his constant, 
vehement and bitter opposition to the anti- 
slavery measures of the Administration, or 
his idle and meaningless proposition called 
by a vast stretch of liberality a "plan of 
emancipation." If slavery is dead and a 
burden in Kentucky the Governor's plan 
w ill but add to the burden. If it is alive, 
and alive like to be, his plan will not im- 
pair its vitality in the least conceivable de- 
gree. 

The Governor's talk about the destruction 
of slavery, and the necessity of doing some- 
thing about it, is a tub thrown tothe "aboli- 
tion" whale. That there is such a whale in the 
neighborhood of his lloundering bark is, of 
course, an important and significant fact. 
But to talk about him or the Journal or any 
politicians of that ilk being ready to leave 
the sinking ship of slavery, is to indulge in 
a very foolish and unnecessary delusion. 

Gen. Butler's Farewell Address.

Butler's stirring farewell address to his 
army :

Akmy oi - the Jamks, Jan. 8. 
Noldicrs of the Army of the James : 

Your commander, relieved by order of 
the 1'resident, takes l«ave of you. Youi» 
conduct in the field has extorted praise 
from the unwilling. You have endured 
the privation of camp and the march with- 
out a murmur; you have never failed in at- 
tack when ordered; you have stormed and 
carried wsrks deemed impregnable b}' the 
enemy; you have shown the positions to be 
so by holding them against the fiercest as- 
sault in the attempt to retake them. Those 
skilled in w ar have marvelled at the obsta- 
cles overcome by your valor. Y'our lines 
of works have excited the wonder of officers 
of other nations who have come to learn 
defensive war from the monuments of 
your skilled labor. Your deeds have ren- 
dered your names illustrious. In after 
times your General's proudest memorial 
will bo to say, with you, "I, too, was of the 
Army of the James." To share such com- 
panionship is a pleasure; to partici- 
pate in such acts is an honor; to have com- 
manded such an army is glory. No one 
could yield it without regret. Knowing 
vour willing obedience to orders, witness- 
ing your ready devotion of your blood in 
your country's cause, I have been char v 
of the precious charge confided to me. J 
have refused to order the useless sacrifice 
of the lives of such soldiers; and while 1 am 
relieved from your command, the wasted 
blood of my men does not stain my gar- 
ments. For my action I am responsible to 
God and my country. 

T" the Colored Troop.s in the Army of the 
■J<tm< s : 

In this army you have been treated, not 
as laborers, but as soldiers. You have 
shown yourselves worthy of the uniform 
you wear. The best officers of the Union 
army seek to command you. Your bravery 
litis won the admiration even of those who 
would be your masters. Your patriotism 
and courage have illustrated the best qual- 
ities of manhood. With your bayonets you 
have unlocked the iron-barred gates of 
prejudice, opened new fields of freedom, 
liberty and equality of rights to yourselves 
and your race foiever. Comrades of the 
Army of the James, I bid j'ou farewell, 
farewell. Bkn.iamix P. licit. i:rt,

Mr. Lane, of Indiana, {.resented the pe- 
tition of the Indiana Publishers' Asauda- 
tion, for the reduction of the duty on im- 
ported paper. 

M r. Sumner presented t he pet it ion tda citi- 
zen of Massachusi tts. w ho had lost a Gov- 
ernment bond and asking that it might be 
restored to him. 

Mr. Sherman said that the Secretary of 
the Treasury had indicated his intention to 
make good the loss of bonds after the lapse 
of a year, but if ptoved last, they could be 
made good at once. 

The petition of Samuel Wilkinson w as 
referred to the Committee on Judiciary. 

Mr. Ashley, of Ohio, moved, and it was 
agreed to, that after to-day further consid- 
eration of the anti-slavery amendment be 
postponed for twe weeks from Tuesday 
next. 

Mr. Rollins said that at the last session 
he voted against the proposed amendment, 
but when the quest. on shall again be taken 
up he intended to record his name in the 
affirmative. He had changed his views 
with reference to the expediency of the 
measure, and wass&tisiied w ith the reasons 
which had induced him to reach such eon- 
elusion. Be OaUoitaiuod the same opinion 
of the rebellion nov which he always had, 
and there w as not the shadow of pretext for 
the infamous and disastrous conduct on tho 
part of the South. 

Nevertheless, he baUered there had not 
been exhibited sullic eiit w illingness to ex- 
tend conciliation to the masses who had 
been misled and betrayed by leaders. If 
he could preserve tha Constitution, and tho 
Union by preserving the present status of 
slavery," he would do it. He would go 
further, and save them even if it were nee- 
esuary to extend slavery. He would, in the 
language of tho President, either partially 
or altogether destroy slavery to accomplish 
this purpose, and it w»s simply because he 

believed tho amendment, if adopted, would 
serve that end that he would vote for it. 

He argued that Congress has the power 
to propose the amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, and yielded to public sentiment and 
the action of Missouri in abolishing slave- 
ry. We uover can hare peace till we In 
soma way dispose of thai question, Ha ex- 
pn ssed the opinion that in less than live 
vears Kentucky, tOO, lill be I free State, 
and will abolish slavery without compen- 
sation. 

Mr. riblUnawas loudly spplaudad at the 
conclusion of his rematks, w hich extended 
over two hours. 

Mr. Garfield alluded to the progress of 
emancipation. Slaver;.- was first driven 
from the Territories, an! then its kingdom 
of states was shaken toils foundation, and 
one by one its coruer-stcnes were being re- 
moved. His colleagu* (Mr. Pendleton) 
had, however, found a new resting place 
for slavery, namely: wh>rethe great statue 
of liberty was enshrined. But no spot was 
so sacred thai slavery could not be pursued 
to the altar and there slain. The argu- 
ment of his colleague vns good, it true, 
that States wore sovereign and independ- 
ent. This ho controverted, and if ever 
they were sovereign and independent they 
were not so now eomii.g into the Union. 
An obligation once taken rendered them 
an Indivisible nation. 

Mr. Stevens said the gentleman from o. 
(Pendleton) exonerated those in arms in 
rebellion from responsibility for this bloody 
war, and placed it upon himself (Stevens 
aud those who acted wits him. This was 
a grave charge, if true, and should make 
them feel not only regret but remorse for 
their conduct. He thanked God that his 
long entertained hatred of slavery had not 
been weakened by enfeebling age. The 
party with which ha acted oouhi not hesi- 
tate to do what duty required, namely, to 
exclude slavery from tho Territories, and 

confine it to the spot which it had already 

polluted in the States. He had hoped th<- 
great evil would work its own destruc- 
tion, but none with whom he noted 
had proponed s violation of the constitu- 
tion for eradicating slavery. He said 
the epitaph of the gentlemen from Ohio 
would be: "Here rests the ablest and most 
pertinacious defender of slavery and oppo- 
nent of liberty of his party.'' While his 
own would ha. ''lb-re lies one who never 
rose to any eminence, and only courted the 
low ambition to have it said that he sought 
to ameliorate the condition of the poor and 
down-trodden of every land, of every age, 
and of every race.*' 

Mr. Baldwin, of afaaaai liasnttii, entered 
into an argumenl as to the character of our 
form of government, denying that this was 
a confederacy- of sovereign States. It was a 
nation. He briefly advocated the pending 
resolution regarding slavery as the outlaw 
0/ Civilisation and as the progenitor of trea- 
son, which should be at once abolished. 

No other speeches w ore made on the reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Cole introduced a bill in amendment 
of the Pacific railroad act, ratifying the as- 
signment of the agreement made by the 
Central Pacific, and of California, to the 
Western Pacific railroad Co., and requir- 
ring said road to complete _•"> miles yearly, 
and the whole line from San Jose to Sacra- 
mento In 4 years. 

Mr. Hubbard introduced a bill author- 
izing Secretary of the Interior to Institute 
geological surveys of the Black Hills in I»a- 
eatah. aud appropriating |W^60 for thai 
purpose.

Mr. Piddle said the information called 
for was very unjustly looked for by thou- 
sands of citizens in all the loyal States, 
and more particularly so by citizens of those 
States which are bordering on States 
in rebellion, and which have responded to 
every draft made on them. By the procla- 
mation of the President, made on the H»th 
of December last, it appears that but 240,000 
of the 500,000 call were obtained, leaving a 
deficit on this draft of over tfiO.OOO.
